Chicago packing interests are greatly 
concernéd over the delay of the Nor- 
Falmouth, 
Pngiand. The Vitalia sailed from New 
York for Rotterdam early in February 
with a $1,000,000 cargo of foodstuffs trom 
three Chicago packing firms and has 
been held “for examination” by the 
British admiralty since Feb. 20.

Whole Nation Joins to Defeat 
British Blockade; U.$. Hears 


of Famine Possibility. 


(By Cable te The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, March 4—German politi- 
ciams, economists, physiologists, geol- 
ogists, farmers, and housewives, work- 
ing together, have evolved a compre- 
hensive and authoritative plan of 
defense against the British starvation 
move which has the German govern- 
ment’s sanction and is issued in its name. 
It is contained in a 200 page book, just 
‘published in Germahy, entitled “ The 
Food Supply of the German People and 
the British Starvation Plan.” 

The London Lancet calls it “an ex- 


food supply, with such wealth of informa- 
tion as can hardly ever before have been 
brought to bear on the topic.” 


Bar Foodstuff Exports. 
The pamphlet demands that the Ger- 


man goverfment forbid the export of 
foodstuffs or the use of corn as fodder, 
reduce the number of swine by 9,000,000 
head, and the number of milch cows by 
1,000,000, and that waste in households 
cease. These things the people who 
helped in evolving the plan are confident 
will be done, and they say: 
' “ We shall come through. In spite of 
closed frontiers and suppression of sea 
tradé the English starvation plan will 
founder on the cobperation of our mil- 
lions.” : i 
What People Must Do. 

The situation is summed up thus: 
. “ We are a people in the position of an 
individual who heretofore has had con- 
siderable income and who learns by & 
sudden misfortune that with careful hus- 
bandry he can get on with much less.” 

The book then considers just what this 
“much less" is with which the German 
people can get on. Meat consumption 
must be reduced, cheese and skimmed 
milk replacing it, Tue crop of beans, 
high in protein, should be increased. 


Restrict Use of Butter. 

Breadstuffs should not be fed to ani- 
mais, nor grain used in manufacturing 
white starth or alcohol. Starch should 
not be uted In laundering.’ The produc- 
tion and use of butter are to be restricted 
and fruit is to be preserved as james and 
jellies. Sugar may be fed to pigs.

| beans, peas, potatoes, beets, and seed 
corn. Barley can replace oats, and 
freignt rates must be reduced to permit

THREAT OF GERMAN FAMINE. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.} 
—The threat of famine is hanging over 
Germany, according to report received at 
the department of commerce from Vice 
Consul General Louis C. Dreyfus Jr. in 
Berlin, which was made public today. 

The report, long delayed in transm's- 
sion, was sent on Jan. 28. It is felt in 
Washington that the constant drain of 
the war must by this time have made the 
situation infinitely worse — on the day 
of the report. 

“Dafly the problem of food supply 
grows in importance,” says the report, 
‘‘and everything possible is being done 
by the German government to regulate 
the use and to further the conservation 
of existing supplies. 

“Im street cats, on billboards, and in 
the newspapets official notices have ap- 
peared, exhorting all to be sparing, end 
especially not to waste food, in order 
that existing supplies may last until the 
coming harvest. It is urged that bread 
be eaten oniy in small quantities, that 
potatoes be prepared in the skin and al! 
left over from the table be carefully re- 
tained and used. Similar announcements 
have beeri made from the pulpit.”
